Manning Defends 
Policy on Strike 

Criticizing the provincial leader 
of the C.C.F., (Elmer E. Roper, M. 
L.A.) whom he did not mention by 
name, for a “deliberate effort to 
distort and misrepresent the @ov- 
ernment’s attitude for the obvious 
purpose of making political capital,” 
Premier Manning defended the 
government's policy concerning the 
no-delivery strike in an 
address Friday night. 

“The fact that the farmers of this 
province have not entrusted one 
single representative of his (C.C.F.) 
| party with the responsibility of re- 
presenting their interests in the 
legislative assembly would indicate 
‘that the farmers of Alberta are wise 
to such cheap political tactics,” said 
the premier. 

After outlining the 
government's efforts in

There is no particular magic in any teen

Our Friend the Pig 


There is no surprise in the news coming | 
from Denmark that the enterprising Danish 
farmers and the directors of processing 
plants there are laying lines to recapture 
the British bacon market, which they lost 
to Canada under the handicap of war con- 
ditions, But for that handicap they would 
still be sending their excellent bacon to Bri- 
tain in pre-war quantities or better, and 
Canada still holding second place or worse. 

At present scarcity of feed is keeping 
down Danish hog production. The kill per | 
year is down to 35,000, compared with 
176,000 in 1932. Denmark has to import 
hog-feed, and world supplies are now scarce | 
and prices up. But this situation is tem- | 
porary, and as supplies become more plen- | 
tiful the Canadian product will have to meet | 
stiffening competition with Danish bacon in 
British markets, 

To hold Canada’s present position in 
those markets it will be necessary to ship 
from 400 millions to 500 millions of pounds 
per year, These shipments will have to go 
forward week by week with dependable re- 
gularity. And the product will of course | 
have to be of unsurpassed quality. 

What loss of the British bacon market, 
or of the premier position in that market, 
would mean to Canadian farmers and pack- 
ers hardly needs emphasis. Through the 
war years bacon was the biggest item in the 
list of foods moving from the Dominion to 
the old lands. If that trade was important 
when there was a keen demand abroad for 
nearly all kinds of food products, it will ob- | 
viously be even more important when the | 
demand for other products slackens off.

Next Tuesday the navy men will touch 
off 250 tons of T.N.T. there, just to See what 
happens, Specifically they want to find out 
whether another 1,500,000 pounds of ex- 
plosive stationed nearby will also go off. 

If it does, the conclusion will be that 
the storage places were too close together, 
or that some other kind of insulator should 
have been used, If the second powder bin 
doesn't explode, the assumption will be that 
the distance was sufficient and the insulat- 
ing material all right. 

Incidentally, the taxpayers of the Uni- 
ted States will also be out the cost of 
1,500,000 pounds of explosive if the second 
magazine blows up, and in the same amount 
if it doesn't.

PARIS: Britain's state-owned 


virlines are today going through 
an internal crisis. 

The decision of the Labor Gov- 
ernment to acquire control of all 
British airlines was taken against 
the advice of Lord Winster, Min- 
ister of civil aviation Winster 1s 
|rominally a member of the Labor 
party, but he is not a socialist nor 
a believer in the blessings of state 
control. a 

Britain's airlines are today 
owned 100 per cent by the Govern- 
ment. They are organized in three 
interlocking companies, British 
Overseas Airways has the British 
monopoly to fly the North Atlan- 
tic and all Empire routes, Britisa 
European Airways has the British 
monopoly in Europe, The third 
British South American Airways, 
is .the onJy company entitled to 
organize flights from Britain to 
Brazil and Argentina 
All these three Government mon- 
epolies are protected by law. Any 
private person or company which 
tried to compete with them would 
not only be fined, but the indiv- 
iduals concerned could be sent to 
prison for upwards of two years. 
This monopolistic stranglehold 
ought to give these British airlines 
strongly competitve position in 
world aviation, Unfortunately, 
there are two factors which are 
handicapping them. 

One is the fact that the British 
aviation industry is unable at the 
present time to produce satisfact- 
ery types of aircraft. During the 
war, Britain concentrated exclus- 
ively on military aircraft. She pro- 
duced in the Spitfire and Ty- 
phoon the finest types of fighter 
vircraft. In the Halifax and the 
Lancaster, she produced satisfac- 
tory long-range bomber types, but 
these were inferior to the Flying 
Fortress and Superfortress pro 
duced in the United States. Britain 
produced no transport aircraft of 


ony kind during the war. She re-| 


lied instead on American deliveries 
of Dakotas under lend-lease. 
Some months ago it was reported 
in this column that, though the 
Pritish aircraft industry was temp- 
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orarily handicapped by its wartime 
concentration on military types. 
there was reason to suppose 
that by 1948 it would shoot ahead 
of even the American aircraft ind- 
ustry with revolutionary types of 
airplanes propelled by gas turbine 
engines, The latest information at 
my disposal indicates, however, that 
these types of aircraft, which will 
fly at nearly 500 miles per hour, 
will not be available before 1950, 
and possibly not before 1951, 

The second factor which is handi- 
capping British civil avaition is 
undoubtedly state control, If the 
airlines were privately owned, they 
would, in default of British air- 
craft, buy American planes and 
operate them on the various routes 
which are essential to British com- 
merce, But as all the airlines ara 
State-owned, all sorts of considers 
ations of national prestige arise. 

Lord Winster, Minister of Civil 
Aviation, is distrusted by the Labor 
Party since he is known to be a 
believer in private enterprise. Most 
leftists would like to see him re- 
nioved from his present office. But 
eli sensible members of the British 
Cabinet know 4hat, in taking over 
civil aviation, they have bitten of?

the family. 

It is axiomatic that religious training must begin in| 
the home, and that unless parents are alive to their res- 
ponsibilities as moral mentors, the spiritual fabric of the 
nation cannot remain strong. The reported growth of 
moral laxity among the young is one reason why religious 
\leaders are seeking to revive such slowly disappearing 
family practices as recitation of grace at mealtime and the| 
offering of prayers in common before the family retires 
at night. a 

It is the duty of parents not only to inform their child- 
ren during the early years of their lives on matters of 
Christian teaching, but to encourage them to cultivate 
habits of virtue, forbearance, fortitude and self-denial that 
will serve them well in later years and make them Co-opera- 
tive and useful citizens. 

In a message endorsing Religious Education Week, 
John Edgar Hoover, head of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
|tigation, warned that many parents have failed to meet 
the task of properly guiding their children through “an 
era of behaviorism that is vastly different from a century 
ago.” He said this is reflected in the fact that 49 per cent 
of the burglars, 61 per cent of the car thieves, 30 per cent 
|of the rapists, 35 per cent of the robbers, and more than 33 
lper cent of the thieves in 1945 were youngsters under 
|voting age, 

“Lack of moral responsibility in a child means in most 
instances,” Mr, Hoover declared, “that parents are indif- 
ferent to God and the necessity of religion. If parents want 
their children to obey the spirit and the letter of the law, 
and in all ways co-operate in maintaining law and order 
and to advance the common welfare, they must begin early 
with religious training in the home circle.”
